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WILL NOT BE MADE PUBLIC 
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to Their People W ith 
American 
Proposition For a Form o f Govern­ 
ment—Report From General Otis 
Read at a Cabinet M eeting. 


Washington, May M. -Secretary Hay 
ha* received from President Schurman 
of the Philippine commission a long 
message giving the result* of the meet­ 
ings thus far held with the native Fili­ 
pino commission sent by Aguinaldo to 
treat with the Americana The message 
wa* laid before the president late last 
night 
He wo* very muoh gratified at 
it* contents, which were said to be very 
encouraging for the outlook that some 
thing definite may be accomplished. 
President Schurman reports that the 
native commissioners will take back to 
their peoplo the proposition for a form 
of government, etc., suggested by the 
American commission. 
The text of the 
dispatch was not made public, and will 
not be. 
It was stated on the authority of a 
gentleman who spent some time with 
the president that, contrary to reports 
from Manila, tb< re are no differences of 
any consequence between the military 
and civilian member* of the committee 
as to the ocurso to be adopted in dealing 
with the natives.

REPORT FROM 
OTIfl 


Head at a C abinet M ee tin g W h ich 
W a* V ery G ra tify in g . 
Washington. May 24. —A report from 
General Otis received by mail and read 
by the president at the cabinet meeting 
yesterday was pronounced by those who 
beard it a most interesting summary of 
the situation in the Philippines. 
In the 
main it presented the subject from the 
military standpoint. 
Bat probably the 
most important contribution is that oov 
©rtug the oorrespondence between (ten 
eral Otis and Agttinaldo, just preceding 
the oat break, showing conclusively that 
the Ameruan onmmauder used every 
effort to avohl a conflict 
The communi­ 
cations from Aguinaldo bear his sigua- 
tore and give little evidence of « con­ 
ciliatory spirit or a disposition to accept 
American rule. 
The members of the 
cabinet believe that they furnish a ooa- 
elusive showing of the rectitude of our 
oouree in dealing with the uprising. 
It was felt to be such a strong presen­ 
tation of the conditions leading up to 
the insurrection now existing that it 
was determined to make it public at 
onoe. 
Time was required, however, to 
make s summary and prepare copies, 
and these will be given out late today. 
The report cover* about Id typewritten 
pages and brings the subject up to about 
six weeks ago. 
Ths forthcoming civil service order, 
which the president h ad under consid­ 
eration at Hot Springs, was read and it 
was announced that it would be signed 
and made public today. 
The indication of a division of opinion 
among the United States commissioners 
at Manila a# to the best method of 
dealing with the insurgeuts at fchl* 
critical stage has aroused deep interest 
here. 
Nothing was received at the 
state department yesterday from Presi- 
dent Bchnrman of the commission, oud 
in General Oti»«' dispatches to Secretary 
Alger, or at least all of those made pub- 
lio. there is up reference to nuv di atis- 


faction on his part with the attitude of 
the civilian members of the commission. 
It is regarded as perhaps a misfortune 
that this phase of the situation was not 
roached before Admiral Dewey, by leav­ 
ing Manila for home, lost to the com­ 
mission the benefit of his experience 
and sound judgment. 
It is realized here that muoh taot is 
required at this Junoture in order, while 
avoiding extreme measures with the 
Filipinos, not to fall into the much 
graver error of losing the expensively 
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\ja. uni victories oi tlie 
American army and navy. 
The war de 
¡»artmeat is Inclined to support General 
Otis, not only because of his connection 
with the war, but also on the ground 
that his longer experience with the in­ 
surgents better fits him to understand 
the native character. 
However, the 
president is giving the matter his close 
personal attention, assisted not only by 
Secretary Hay, who is directly respon­ 
sible for the instructions given to the 
commission, but by all of the members 
of the cabinet, and a proper outcome of 
the little difference may bs expected.

PEACE JUBILEE. 


B eginning o f » 
Peace 
Jubilee at 
W ashington City. 
Washington, May 34. — Beginning 
with an imposing parade of military and 
other uni formed organizations and clos­ 
ing with a display of fireworks at night, 
the national capital yestenlay Inaugu­ 
rated a 3-days' peace jubilee. The main 
thoroughfares of the city and all the 
public buildings are decorated with 
bunting, and the attractive programme 
of parades and festivities ha* drawn a 
large number of visitors. 
With the ex- 
oeption erf a shower, which was not of a 
soffl' ient duration to mar the occasion, 
the weather was ideal and Washington 
yesterday wore its inauguration aspect 
The parade, which was th© feature of 
the first day, moved down Pennsylvania 
avenue 
between 
cheering throngs, 
through the handsome oonrt of honor in 
front of the white house, and passed in 
review before the president and a dis- 
tingubijied party of public officials. 
The day opened with the boom of big 
guns from the Dolphin, which, anchored 
off the navy yard, fired the national sa­ 
lute at sunrise, and churoh chimes and 
hundreds of steam whistles joined in 
the noisy chorus. 


OVATION TO SCHLEY 


Compelled to M ake Two Speeches at 
the Om aha Operahouse. 
Omaha, May 34.—The tribute of re­ 
spect and admiration that Omaha people 
have been paying to Rear Admiral W. 
S. Schley daring the past few days 
reached its culmination last night at 
Boyd's Operahouse, when the admiral 
was the guest of General Manderson, 
and oocupied a box to witness Richard 
Mansfield’s production of “Cyrano de 
Bergerac.” 
The admiral entered the 
theater about 10 minutes before the cur­ 
tain rose, and the immense audience 
rose and cheered to the echo. 
He re­ 
sponded to the greeting by bowing, but 
that was not sufficient, as the audience 
kept up the applause until he rose and 
made a brief speech. 
At the dose of the first act the ova­ 
tion began again and continued for 
fully 10 minutes. 
It oulmiuated when 
Mayor Moores leaped upon the stage 
and proposed three cheers for the hero 
of Santiago. The response nearly raised 
the roof and Schley had to make an­ 
other speech. 
It was a full dress affair, 
and the house was crowded to the doors 
by the best people of Omaha.

To Be Tendered the Delegates To­ 
n igh t-In tern ation al I jaw May Be 
One o f the Subjects Discussed by 
the D elcgates-C ode Prepared W hich 
Provide* For Autonomy o f Nations. 


The Hague, May 24.—Measures to 
preserve the secrecy of the peat» con- 
ferenoe have been redoubled. 
Only the 
delegates and secretaries are admitted 
to the precinc ts of the Huis Ten Bosch. 
Both entrance* to the gardens are closed 
with barred gates, which are guarded 
by sentries nuder the oommand of non­ 
commissioned officers in full uniform. 
Every applicant for admission is called 
upon to produce an orange colored card 
issued to the delegates and to give the 
secret password. 
Queen Wilhelminaof the Netherlands, 
accompanied by the queen’s mother, ar­ 
rived last evening and drove through 
the streets, their majesties being most 
warmly greeted by the populace. 
At 5 
o’clock this afternoon the queen will re­ 
ceive the chiefs of the various delega­ 
tions, who will be presented by M. de 
Beaufort, minister of foreign affairs. 
All the delegates have received invi­ 
tations to a grand reception at 9:30 this 
evening, when the delegation chiefs will 
introduce their colleagues and the wives 
of the latter to the queen. 
Emperor Nicholas has sent Queen 
Wilhelmina the Order of S t Catherine, 
set in brilliants.

INTERNATIONAL LAW. 


One o f the Subjects Likely to Be D is­ 
cussed by the Conference. 
London, May 24.—The correspondent 
of The Morning Post at The Hague says: 
"The question of international law is 
likely to be discussed by the conference. 
An eminent professor says that interna­ 
tional jurisdiction has never been offi­ 
cially recognized, despite the resolutions 
of peace oongresses, nor can an interna­ 
tional agreement bind nations to enforce 
decrees pronounoed according to such 
law. 
“The oode prepared for the submis- 
sion to the conference provides that the 
autonomy of nations is inviolable, that 
there is no right of conquest as between 
them, that they possess the right of law 
equally as individuals, that no nation 
has a right to declare war upon another 
and that disputes between nations are 
to be settled by legal methods. 
“The colonial section of the code deals 
with the formation of oolouiee. 
It rec­ 
ognizes their right to claim autonomy or 
independence, though other nations may 
intervene when, in their opinion the ad- 
ministration is unsatisfactory or the 
mother country does not heed the oolon 
ial representations.” 


W O O D M EN O FTHE WORLD 


Not a Fraternal O rganization A ccord­ 
ing to Missouri Supremo Court. 
Jefferson City, Mo., May 24.—Divi- 
■ion No. 1 of the supreme court yester­ 
day rendered an important decision of 
interest to members of fraternal insur­ 
ance associations all over the country. 
It holds that when the superintendent 
of the insurance department has acted 
fairly on applications for lieense to do 
business as a fraternal association and 
has decided that suoh association is not 
a fraternal association under the law 
and has refused suoh license, the su 
preme court has no right by mandamus 
to compel him to reverse this decision 
and issue the license. 
The case decided 
was that of the Woodmen of the World 
of Omaha, of which C. J. Root is presi- 
dent, against Superintendent of Insur- 
auce of O'Rt-ar for a writ of mandamus 
to ompel that official to issue a license 
to the relator as a fraternal beneficiary 
association. 
The writ was refused in 
the unanimous opinion of the oourt. 
O'Rear refused the license ou the ground 
that the V\oodmeu of the W orld was 
not a fraternal association under the 
law because it did uot have a repre­ 
sentative form of government.

Ijast Three Irish P olitical Prisoners 
In Ireland Given Tb«*ir Liberty. 
Dublin. May 24 - The lord lieutenant 
of Ireland, Earl Oadogan. has released 
O’Haulon, Mullot and James Fitzharris, 
alias "Skin the Goat,” the last three 
Irish political prisoners, who were sen­ 
tenced to imprisonment for life for qou- 
spiriug to murder Lord Frederick Oav- 
eudish, chief secretary for Ireland, and 
T. II. Burke, permanent under secre­ 
tary for Ireland, who were assassinated 
by stabbing in Phoenix park, Dublin 
May 6, 1882. 
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Arrival In France May Mean a Reva- 
IntIon In the R epublic. 
Paris, May 24.—If many more speeches 
*re made suoh as that of Francois Cop- 
pee there is much danger of Major 
Marchand’s arrival in Pari* being the 
signal for a coup d'etat. 
Marohand Is 
expected to arrive at Toulon about Fri- 
day and be received with a grand fete. 
There is muoh enthusiasm of the Na­ 
tionalists over him, and they will lionize 
him as much as possible. 
The govern­ 
ment appreciates this, and Is doing all 
It can by soft speeches to win the army. 
Thus, for instance, President Loubefc, 
in discussing the army, in his short 
speech at Dijon, said as much as did 
Premier Dupuy, and his remarks are 
being widely commented upon. 
He 
said: 
"The army is the nation itself. 
It comes from the people, and returns 
to it, and from them partakes of the 
noble sentiments of the nation, and, 
alas! sometimes of their passions also. 
But how could the army be otherwise 
than profoundly patriotic and devoted 
to the republic and the government. 
And I, for one, may say I have always 
had the greatest solicitude for the wel­ 
fare of the army, and I will uetor 
abandon it, as I am most deeply at­ 
tached to it. ” 
This speech was evidently designed to 
offset the feeling that has grown of late 
that the army Is to be dealt with harsh­ 
ly. 
But it cannot undo the effect of the 
feeling, and If a few more speeches like 
that of Coppee’s are made Marc hand 
may be even more than Boulanger. 
Coppee said: 
"Marchand is a hero, a 
brave and popular soldier, possessing 
those great virtues which qualify him 
for any command, and to command any­ 
where if he has the chieftains. 
But 
history must not repeat itself, yet I 
would remind you that in France just 
100 years ago, these same words, ‘the 
return from Egypt,’ signified the end of 
a period of shame and of trouble similar 
to that through which we have just 
passed.” 
The speech is considered by many as 
the opening gun in the cause of nation­ 
alism.

cilia Cary spirit or a disposition to accept 
American rule.

elusive showing of the rectitude of our 
ooaive in dealing with the uprising. 
If was felt to be such a strong presea 
Cation of the conditions leading up to 
the insurrection now existing that it 
was determined to make It public at 
oBoa 
Time was required, however, to 
make a summary and prepare copies, 
and these will be given on* late today. 
Th* report covers about 18 typewritten 
pages and brings the subject up to about 
six weeks ago. 
Tbs forthcoming civil service order, 
which the president had under oonrid- 
eratUxi at Hot Springs, was read and it 
was announced that it would be signed 
and made public today.

It I* regarded as perhaps a misfortune 
that this phase of the situation was not 
reached before Admiral Dewey, by leav­ 
ing Manila for home, lost to the com­ 
mission tho benefit of his experience 
and sound judgment. 
It is realized here that much tact is 
required at this juncture in order, while 
avoiding extreme measures with the 
Filipinos, not to fall into the much 
graver error cd losing the expensively 
bought fruits of the victories of the 
American army and navy. 
The war de­ 
partment is inclined to support General 
Otis, not only because of his connection 
with tho war, bat also on the ground 
that his longer experience with the in 
arg en ts better fits him to understand 
the native character. 
However, the 
president is giving the m atter his close 
personal attention, agisted not only by 
Secretary Hay, who Is directly respon­ 
sible few the instructions gireu to the 
commission, but by all of the members 
of tho cabinet, aud a proper outcome of 
the little difference may be expected.
